MOSCOW (AFP) - The Wik¬ 
iLeaks ailti-secrecy website 
said Tuesday that fligitive US 
intelligence leaker Edward 
Snowden had not yet for¬ 
mally accepted asylum in 
Venezuela as was claimed by 
a top Pmssian lawmaker in a 
Twitter posting thati.vas later 
deleted. 

Pro-Kremlin lawmaker 
Alexei Puslikov sparked con- 
fusion when he tweeted Tues¬ 
day that Snowden had agreed 
to an offer from Caracas. He 
deleted the posting after 
about 3Q minutes. 

" Edward Snowden has not 
yet fonnally accepted asylum 
in Venezuela. Tlie Russian 
lawmaker concerned has 
deleted tlie tweet," Wik¬ 
iLeaks said on its Twitter ac¬ 
count. 

Mandela still 
'critical but 
stable' 

JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
Nelson Mandela remains in 
a "cntical but stable" condi¬ 
tion, the South African gov¬ 
ernment said Tuesday, after 
more Ilian one month of in¬ 
tensive hospital treatment. 

President Jacob Zuma 
thanked members of the 
public for their prayers and 
"dignified gatherings out¬ 
side the hospital" m Pretoria 
where the 94-year-old 
apartheid hero was rushed 
on June 3. 

Meanwhile friends and 
family offered an upbeat as¬ 
sessment of Mandela's con¬ 
dition. 

"With less than twO' 
weeks to go before tlie old 
man's 95th birthday on 13 
July, it's time to celebrate 
Ins life. Tlie old man is very 
much alive," said grandson 
Ndaba Mandela outside the 
hospital. 


Pushkov does not offi¬ 
cially speak for the Pais si an 
government but has close 
Kremlin connecUons and is 
believed to relay views simi¬ 
lar to those of President 
Vladinur Putin. 

Tlie 1 0 wer ho us e o f p arli a- 
ment's foreign affairs com¬ 
mittee chief said that 
" c^ip arently tins (\^ejiezuelan) 
option looked like the most 
reliable one to Snowden." 

Putin's spokesman de¬ 
clined to comment, saying all 
questions should be directed 
to Pushkov. 

After removing his origi¬ 
nal post, Pushkov said in a 
separate message that he had 
learnt of the most recent de¬ 
velopment around Snowden 
from a news report on Russ¬ 
ian state television channel 
Vesti 24 

He later rephrased Ins 
original message, saying 
Snowden had agreed to asy¬ 
lum 111 Venezuela, according 
to a Vesti 24 report. 

"Venezuela finally re¬ 
ceived an answer from the 
CIA former agent," a news 
report on the channel's web¬ 
site said earlier Tuesday. 

"The President of the 
Latin American country, 
Nicolas Maduro, received an 
official political asylum re¬ 
quest from Edward Snow¬ 
den," said the channel. 

On Monday, Maduro 
called on Snowden to decide 
if he wanted to fly to Caracas. 

"We have received the 
asylum request letter," 
Maduro told reporters in 
Caracas after he offered the 
30-year-old fonner National 
Security Agency contractor 
asylum along with tlie leaders 
of Bolivia and Nicaragua. 

"He will have to decide 
when he flies, if he finally 
wants to fly here," Maduro 
said. He called the offers 
from the three Latin Ameri¬ 
can nations "collective hu¬ 
manitarian political asylum."

Taty began a 
foundation for an S-year-old- 
boy from Curacao, Tlieofilo 
"Tlieo" Rodriquez, a wind¬ 
surfing enthusiast and fan of 
Taty, who has unfortunately 
been stricken with cancer at 


such a young age. 

The youngster has already 
had an arm amputated, and 
they fear the cancer has 
reached his lungs, but Ins par¬ 
ents hope to take him to tlie 
St. Jude Cluldren's Research 
Hospital in Memphis, Ten¬ 
nessee, for the advanced care 
he requires Unfortunately, 
the Curacao national healtli 
insurance will not cover tlie 
expense, nor provide any as¬ 
sistance. 

International Kite board¬ 
ing champion Rob Douglas, 
clocked as the fastest man in 
the world while on tlie water 
after setting a new record re¬ 
cently, was on Aruba for the 
Hi Winds. After taking tlie 
lop place in the Men's Long 
Distance Kite Surfing com¬ 
petitions, Rob started tlie ball 
rolling by donating half his 
winnings to Taty's founda¬ 
tion, and the other half to a 
dog rescue foundation on 
Aruba. Tlie Aruba Wind¬ 
surfers Club OWRCA) contin¬ 
ued in tlie same spirit by 


donating all tlie proceeds of 
the 2013 Hi-Winds tee shirts 
to Taty's foundation for Tlieo. 

Hi Winds Committee 
President Wim Eelilens, 
owner of Fiberworx Surf 
Shop and Evert Bongers con¬ 
tinued the fundraising efforts 
by finishing the awards cere¬ 
mony widi an auction of atop 
of the line windsurf board do¬ 
nated by windsurfer Myles 
Bcrash of Boston, Massachu¬ 
setts, and a mountain bike do¬ 
nated by Fiberworx. After 
some heavy bidding they 
managed to raise another 
$l,fiOD, and hope to generate 
more donations For more in¬ 
form all on on donating di¬ 
rectly to tlie foundation, visit 
Taty Frans' Facebook page.

As of odDQ GMT Chantal 
was located about 25D kilo¬ 
meters (155 miles) east of

kilometers per hour (26 
mph). 

Chantal's center will

The dollar Tuesday advanced 
against most major curren¬ 
cies as markets anticipated 
fresh insights on the Federal 
P..eserve's stimulus tapering 
plans coming Wednesday. 

Near 2200 GMT, tlie euro 
bought $1.27S7, down from 
Si .2363 late Monday. 

The dollar ro se to 101.11 
yen compared with 10D.9? 

Tlie euro dropped to 
129 29 yen from 129.96. 

The dollar also gained on 
the British pound and tlie 
Swiss franc. 

Tlie pound sank to 
$1.4366 compared with 
Si. 4950 late Monday. 

The dollar rose to 0.973D 
Swiss franc from D.9634. 

Tlie dollar's gains came 
ahead of today's release of 
the minutes from the June 
Federal Open Market Com¬ 
mittee (FOMC) policy meet¬ 
ing, and a speech by Fed 
Chairman Ben Bemanke 111 
Boston. 

Markets have for weeks 
intensely focused on when 
the Fed will taper its $35 bil¬ 
lion-a-month bond-buying 
program. In June, Bernanke 
signalled the program would 


likely be sealed down begin¬ 
ning ill the next few montlis, 
if economic conditions sup¬ 
port it. 

"For the FOMC minutes 
to drive the dollar sharply 
higher, we need it to show 
significant support for taper¬ 
ing in September,' said 
Kathy Lien, managing direc¬ 
tor of EK Asset Manage¬ 
ment. 

Lien said the Fed's only 
remaining chances to scale 
back the policy are at the 
Fed's September or Decem¬ 
ber meetings, where 
Bernanke will have the op¬ 
portunity to explain the shift 
at a news conference. 

Meanwlnle, the euro was 
hit by comments from Jorg 
Asmussen, a member of the 
executive board of Uie Euro¬ 
pean Central Bank, who was 
quoted as saying the ECB 
may keep interest rates low 
for more than a year. 

The euro was also buf¬ 
feted by a ratings downgrade 
by Standard and Poor's of 
Italy based on its weak eco¬ 
nomic outlook S&P has a 
"negative" outlook on the 
country.

A year earlier he prompted 
anger after appearing before 
Ins congregation m a top-of- 
tlie-range Lincoln MKZ hybrid 
cai; bragging only he and US 
Pesident Barack Obama bad 
such a vein cl e. 

The car was said to be a 
present from a businessman. 

He represented Bulgaria's 
Qrtliodox Church in Moscow 
under commiunsm and. became 
the bishop for tlie Vatna metro¬ 
politan area shoitly before tlie 
fell of the COmmmniSt regime. 

Tlie Chtliodox Church is the 
oldest Slavic church and has 
some d.4 million worshippers 
in Bulgaria^ a country with a 
population of 7.5 million.

Bairera, 45, was shown to 
reporters in handcuffs and 
wearing a bullet-proof vest. 

He then boarded a DEA air¬ 
craft for the flight to New 
York, via the US naval base at 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba 

He is WEttited by autliorihes 
m New York and Florida for 
allegedly smuggling tons of 
cocaine into tlie United States 
between 1992 and 2012, in 
partnership with leftist FARC 
guernllas. 

Colombia is the world's 
largest producer of cocaine, 
having made 345 tons of the 
diugm 2D 11, according to UN 
estimates.

Children's Hospital of Illinois 
in Peoria, hospital spokes¬ 
woman Shelli Dankaff said. 
The hospital said in a state¬ 
ment that Hannaii couldn't

her cai'e progressed.* H ami all's 
treacinent was part of an ongo¬ 
ing scientific effort to develop 
lah-grown ttssues and organs. 
Sinnlar methods have been 
used to grow bladders, ure¬ 
thras and last year a girl in 
Sweden got a lab-made vein 
using her own stem cells and a 
cadaver vem. In Hannali's 



case, the stem cells came fi'om 
her bone maiTow. Tliey were 
seeded in a lab onto aplastic 
scaffold, where it took a few 
days for tliem to multiply and 
create a new windpipe, which 
was implanted April 9. 

Hannah was born in Soutli 
Korea and travelled to Illinois 
for the surgery. 


PARIS (AFP) - France^s med¬ 
ical order has sanctioned nutri¬ 
tionist Pierre Dukan, whose 
high-protein diet has seen him 
sell millions of books and win 
over a slew 0 f famous follow¬ 
ers, for having prescribed a 
slimming drug linked to hun¬ 
dreds of deaths 

Dukan, whose diet was re¬ 
portedly used by the Middle- 
ton family ahead of Kate's 
2011 wedding to Britain's 
Pnnce William, was sanc¬ 
tioned for having prescribed 
tlie anti-diabetes drug Media¬ 
tor to a female patient in 1971, 
his lawyer Edouard de Lamaze 
said. 

Tlie Pans region branch of 
the French Order of Doctors 
suspended Dukan's medical li¬ 
cense for eight days for the 
"breach of ethical duties" and 
orderedlum to pay (5,000 eurus 
($7,700) to the patient, who 
subsequently developed heart 
problems 


Turkish man locks head in wire 
cage to quit smoking 

- A Turkish man has literally 
locked Ins head in a cage as a 
last ditch attempt to quit the 
habit. In a YouTube video, 42- 
y ear-old Ibrahim Yu cel ex¬ 
plains why he went to such an 
extreme measure 

“I have been smoking since 
high school,’" he says m the 
video. “I have tned to quit 
smoking each year on my 
birthday. Unfortunately, I 
could not.” 

Yu cel told the Huniyet 
Daily News that he smoked 
two packs a day for more than 
20 years before putting on the 
cage helmet, which he says 
was inspired by seeing motor¬ 
cycle riders in helmets. 

"My father developed lung 
cancer and died because of 
smoking,” Yucel says in the 
video. 'T decided it was time 



to hinder my will." 

And for at least two days 
he’s managed to stay cigarette 
firee, though not without some 
senous effort and potential 
emb arrassment 

To construct the helmet 
cage, Yucel took around 13Q 
feet of copper wire and wound 
it into a tight circle and placed 


two lo cks at tlie bottom of the 
cage. When he heads out to 
work each morning, he gives 
the cage keys to eitlier his wife 
or his daughter. 

Wlnle at work, Yucel says 
he can drink water through a 
straw and manages to eat 
small crackers through open¬ 
ings m the wire helmet. 


Dukan was also sanctioned 
for having made “grossly mis¬ 
leading assertions" lliathehad 
only prescribed the dmg once, 
when medical records showed 
he had actually done so five 
times 

The lawyer said he was ap¬ 
pealing the decision and ac¬ 
cused the medical order of 
cariying out a vendetta against 
Ins client. 

Dukan is faang fiirOier dis¬ 
ciplinary action after medical 
orders accused him last year of 
breaking professional rules by 


proposing tliat high sdiool stu¬ 
dents be awarded extra marks 
if they manage to maintain an 
acceptable body weiglit 

Mediator, winch reduces 
himger pangs, was widely used 
as a slimming aid in France 
until it was pulled firoiu the 
market in 2009 after evidence 
emerged of hundreds of deaths 
caused by damage to heait 
valves. 

A study last year said the 
drug had probably caused at 
least 1,300 deaths before being 
withdrawn.

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IMF cuts 2013 global 
growth forecast 


S&P downgrades Italy on effects 
of recession 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Hie 
International Monetaiy Fund 
□n Tuesday cut its global eco- 
nomic giDwth forecast, citing 
new downside risks in key 
emerging-market econoinies 
Bind a deeper recession in the 
eurozone. 

The IMF projected the 
world's economy would grow 
3.1 percent in 1013, down 
from its April estimate of 3.3 
percent. China and other 
emerging economic powers 
now face new nsks, it warned, 
“including tire possibility of a 
longer growtli ^owdown." 

The global lender said tliat 
growtli had been affected by 
increased financial market 
volatility and rising interest 
rates m advanced economies 
since its last World Economic 
Outlook report was published 
m Apnl. 

The expected US Federal 
Reserve's unwinding of its 
massive monetary policy stim¬ 
ulus could trigger sustsaned 
capital outflows from emerg¬ 
ing-markets, tlie IMF warned. 

But fiscal policy options 
may be limited. 

Growth m the emerging- 
market and developing 
economies was expected to 
slow to S. Q p ercent m 3 Q13, m- 
stead of the 5.3 percent expan¬ 
sion seen a few months ago 

Tlie main impact was being 
seen on the top emerging mar¬ 
ket economies, the "BP^ICS" - 
- Brasil, Pt.ussia, India, China, 
and South Afiica.
